Harness making, book binding, hat manufac­ 
turing, transportation, weaponry, baking, carpen­ 
try, fire-fighting, are all represented. Other crafts, 
blacksmithing and wagon making for instance, 
that are seldom if ever practiced in quantity now, 
are well illustrated by displays. There are close 
to HO,(XX) items in the Museum collection. 


Some of the displays hardly fit into any cate­ 
gory, yet were common in early America. 
* 


What household would he without its collec­ 
tion of herbs such as “Tansy” which was placed 
in tea to soothe stomach complaints and occasion­ 
ally placed in closets to drive away mice? 


4 Pow-Wow Book' 


There is the “ Pow-Wow Book” published in 
1725 which offers several hundred conjuring pro­ 
cesses and curative formulas. 


The book states “by these, you make your­ 
self strong, open locks, drive awp.y bed bugs, dis­ 
cover stolen goods, see in the dark, catch the milk 
thief and keep a witch from coming out of church.” 


These results were confidently expected by the 
careful reader of the Pow-Wow Book.” 
How about a genuine carpet bag, which was, 
according to a charitable description, carried by 
the “foot wanderers who moved north to south­ 
ward?” 


There is a pebble fork, used to dig cobble

World-Famous Collections 


Although these items are valuable pa illy as 
curiosities, there are some world-famous collec­ 
tions on the premises. In the “South Tower” for 
example, there is perhaps the museum’s best col­ 
lection—a Panorama in ironwork. It is Dr. Henry 
C. Mercer’s accumulation of decorated stoves and 
stove plates wrought by Pennsylvania Germans. 


'Fhe oldest stove plate, or stove side, d a t e s to 
1567 and was made in Germany. The earliest 
American plate on view is 235 years old. 


The great majority of the stoves and plates 
bears religious pictures and texts taken from Lu­ 
ther’s translation of the Bible. 


A valuable item 
is 
an originally 
designed 
“ Pennsylvania Fireplace” , the brainchild of Ben­ 
jamin Franklin who created it in 1742. The one at 
the Mercer Museum is probably the only one loft 
of the original design. Franklin presented it to 
Robert Grace, of Warwick Furnace, but he never- 
patented it and there were many imitations of 
the “ Franklin Stove.” 


Valuable Rem 


Carpenters* tools form the museum’s most com­ 
plete collection. There are about lOJXX) items in 
this collection. Most of them are 
wood-working 
tools. Many of them, such as the wood plane, have 
(-hanged little over the years. 


Those with a grim turn of mind may enjoy a 
visit to the “North Tower” where a prisoner’s 
dock, gallows and hearse may be found.

Trevose Manor, a private estate 
IS 
that once contained 10,000 acres, 
is featured in ‘‘Highways of His­ 
tory” Tour folder No. 3 issued by 
the 
Bucks 
County 
Historical- 
Tourist Commission. Fallsington. 


The stately old house has known 
the exciting dram a and romance 
of a novel. Built by a wealthy 
English iron master. J o s e p h 
Growden, between 1681 and 1685, 
it was first called Ben Salem 
until the township was given that 
name. Growden then called his 
manor “Trevose” 
for 
his 
old 
home in England. He was one 
of the group of industrialists who 
built 
Durham 
Furnace 
in 
the 
northern part of the countv in 
1727. 


His home was surrounded with 
trees, more than a thousand of 
them an apple orchard. Upon his 
death in 1730, Joseph left his es­ 
tate to his son Lawrence, a man 
of ability who was a member of 
the assembly and who was one of 
a 
commission 
with 
Benjamin 
Eastburn and Richard Peters, to 
run the boundary line between 
Pennsylvania and Maryland. 
Died In 
1770 
When Lawrence died in 1770, 
the handsome manor house be­ 
came the property of his daugh­ 
ter, 
Grace. 
She 
was 
married 
to Joseph Galloway, and eminent 
but erratic man who very force­ 
fully opposed the separation of 
the colonies from England. The 
war changed the carefree life at 


the manor. Grace and her daugh­ 
ter 
Elizabeth 
(known 
to 
her 
friends as Betsy) no longer rode 
out to pay formal calls in their 
coach drawn by four horses. 
Betsy was a great beauty and 
her love affairs were the talk of 
the country - side. Her father 
looked with such choleric disfavor 
on one suitor, a Mr. Griffith, that 
he shot him. The wound was not 
serious for the man lived to be­ 
come a judge. 
The 
spritely 
Betsy 
profited 
from the experience. To circum­ 
vent her father’s 
interference, 
she eloped with her next suitor, 
William Roberts, a British of­ 
ficer. Galloway was so enraged at 
this and at the fact that some of 
his slaves had assisted his daugh­ 
ter, that he sold them all at 


auction, even the house slaves. 
The astounding act horrified his 
neighbors who turned against him 
in his serious difficulties at the 
outbreak 
of 
the 
Revolutionary 
War. 
Guest List 
The guest 
list 
of 
illustrious 
men who visited Trevose included 
Benjamin Franklin. It is claimed 
that he flew his famous kite, by 
which he discovered electricity in 
1752, from the Galloway’s yard. 
Even Franklin’s loyalty was sus­ 
pected because of his friendship 
with Galloway when that gentle­ 
man was declared a traitor. He 
fled to England with his daugh­ 
ter and her child while his wife 
stayed in Philadelphia to try to 
save the estates for Betsy. 


Before she could accomplish 
this she died in 1782, leaving the 
property to Betsy, including the 
Durham Furnace, which had been 
bought by Richard Backhouse. 
After the Revolution, Betsy was 
able to regain possession of all of 
the property. 
Trevose, 
much 
changed through remodeling, still 
stands, a stately mansion in its 
aura of romantic history. 
One of the very old churches 
in the county is the Bensalem 
Presbyterian Church, 
organized 
about 1705, but served before that 
time by ministers from Phila­ 
delphia. Here the celebrated Rev. 
William Tennent preached before 
he was called to the Presbyter­ 
ian Church in Warwick. Fees for 
m arriages were fixed at IO shill­ 


ings. The clerk received two shill­ 
ings for each m arriage and nine 
shillings for each child baptized. 
1st County Bank 
The journey of the No. 3 folder 
ends at Hulmeville on the Nesh- 
aminy where the first bank in the 
county was organized in 1814 with 
John Hulme as president. The 
sturdy stone building is now a 
private residence. The bank was 
moved to Bristol in 1830 and be­ 
came the Farm ers National Bank. 
The village was first called 
Milford because a mill was built 
at the ford on the Neshaminy. 
When John Hulme was instru­ 
mental in the establishment of a 
post office in 1809 and his son 
Isaac 
became 
postmaster, 
the 
town’s name was changed to 
Hulmeville. 


George Harrison, a descendent 
of John Hulme, founded the Dela­ 
ware Valley Advance in 1877. It 
was not Hulmeville^ first paper, 
however, for in 1871 William Til­ 
ton started 
a 
tiny 
advertising 
sheet called The 
Squib which 
grew into a weekly paper, the 
Hulmeville Beacon. Both papers 
were eventually moved to Lang­ 
horne, where the Advance is still 
published. 
The old tavern which faces the 
bridge was built by John Hulme 
when he finally wearied of enter­ 
taining travelers in his home. As 
he prohibited the sale of liquor, 
it had no bar. The most distin­ 
guished guests of the old tavern 
were the family of John Quincy 
of Boston.

fencing.

basekt-weave 
fences are erected, then sections 
must be taken out and replaced 
with open wiring. 
The building code f u r t h e r 
states that fences must be so con­ 
structed as to make climbing by 
children difficult. 
According to Samuel .1. Lees, 
building and zoning officer, Mid­ 
dletown has at least 50 private 
pools. 
Both 
Hartley and 
Lees said 
there have been no drownings in 
their townships in private pools. 
High As Six Feet 
Falls Township s code says all 
fences must be at least four feet 
high and erected at the time con­ 
struction begins. Wooden 
fences 
may be required to be as high 
as six feet. 
Although fences are expected to 
be the kind that can be seen 
through, this requirement is not 
written into the code. 
Most pool 
owners are 
auto­ 
matically 
covered 
for 
liability 
ttirough their homeowner’s 
pol­ 
icy. Construction companies, of 
course, have liability insurance 
during the term of construction. 


According to Jhom as Kane of 
the Kane Construction Co., Lang­ 
horne, the greatest safeguard is 
a heavy vinyl mesh pool cover 
for the off-seasons. Kane claims 
such a cover will keep "anyone 
out of a pool.” 
Morrisville, Yardley 
Mayor Robert C. Crowell said 
today that a minimum four-foot 
fence is required by borough ordi­ 
nance for all pools constructed 
in Morrisville. 
In Yardley, 
Borough Solicitor 
Fred Bebbingtgon said there is a 
legal requirement that all pools 
installed at homes must be fenced 
in.

An ordinance passed 
rn Oc­ 
tober. 1962, has more stringent 
requirements 
for 
new pool

stallations at homes in Lower 
Makcfield. 
Township Manager William H. 
Struwe said that the ordinance 
requires the entire pool area to 
be fenced in. The fence must be 
six feet high, but can be built of 
chain link, solid masonry, or solid 
wood. lf a picket fence is used, 
it must have a basing no greater 
than two inches. There must be 
a gate, and it must be kept locked 
at all times when the pool is not 
in use. The fence must be set 
back IO feet from the w ater's 
edge. 
In Bristol Borough, all swim­ 
ming pools must be surrounded 
by a fence at least six-feet high, 
which must not have any open­ 
ings of more than four inches in 
width, except for the entrance. 
This must have a gate which can 
be locked
